Heavy Vote Expected. 


President Taft and Governor Har- 
mon tonight went to their homes in 
Cincinnati. The president will leave 
tomorrow afternoon for Washington 
and Governor Harmon will hear the 
returns at his home. Colonel Roose- 
velt and Senator La Follette completed 
their campaigns, the former leaving 
for the east during the night and the 
latter for the west. 

Supporters of all factions in the five- 
cornered contest are expecting a heavy 
vote. Because of the complicated bal- 
lot, returns are not expected until 
late. The polls will be open from 6:30 
in the morning until the same hour in 
the evening. 

Lewis C. Laylin, Taft's Ohio mana- 
ger, was confident in his predictions 
tonight, on the eve of the primaries, 
that the president wil] not be turned 
down by his own state. 

“It is a Taft victory and it 
over but the shouting,” he said.

Belgian Queen Accused of Kill-

Alleged Queen Surprised King 
With Woman and Opened 
Fire—Story Said to Be False 
and Prosecution Is Ordered.

Brussels, Belgium, May 20.—A semi- 
official communique, dealing with false 
reports as to the private life of the 
royal family, was issued today in the 


following terms: 

“Since a recent garden partly held 
at Laecken, calumnious rumors have 
Deen put in circulation concerning the 
private life of the royal family. It 
was even declared that on the day of 
the garden party the queen of the Bel- 
gians surprised King Albert in the 
company of a lady of the chamber, and 
that the queen shot the woman dead 


with a revolver. , 

“King Albert had no knowledge of 
these reports, although, for several 
days military officers atta@ied to the 
court had learned of them by telephone 
calls, both from Belgium and abroad. 
After consultation it was decided 
acquaint the King with the report. His 
majesty was astonished and very in- 
dignant. He decided to prosecute the 
authors of the reports and all persons 


repeating them.

They left Berlin early in the after- 
noon, intending to proceed to Copen- 
hagen by way of Ramburg to attend 
the funeral of the prince’s uncle, the 
late King Frederick VIITI. 

The prince, who was at the steering 
wheel, probably failed to observe the 
signs of warning that the highway 
was being repaired, and drove the ma- 
chine at full speed into a part of the 
roadway which was being macadam- 
ized, .

The 
prince’s head was crushed. Chamber- 
lain Von Greve’s neck was broken.

Miss Boland swore that instead of 
W. P. Boland having dictated the let- 
ter of March 13, 1912, in which a refer- 
ence was made to a “silent. partner” in 
the Katydid culm bank deal, now 
claimed to have been Judge Archbald, 
that Williams was the author of it. 
Williams corrected his testimony Fri- 
day-so as to make it appear that Boland 
dictated the letter. 

Miss Boland declared that Williams 
asked her to write the letter one day 
when Boland was absent, ‘told her 
what he.wanted to say, that she com- 
plied -with his request and the next 
day submitted-the letter to him for his 
approval. She said she signed it, and 
she tore off the letter head because it 
was written on the paper Of the Marion 
Coal Company, with which’ Williams 
had no connection, 

Miss Boland read to the committee 
memoranda she jotted down in her note 
book during the last few moriths, of 
remarks Williams had made as_ he 
dropped into Mr. Boland’s office. The 
notes were not stenographic reports. 

Many of them credited Williams with 
saying he had just left Judge Arch- 
bald’s office after talking about culm 
bank deals, or was going to see some- 
one at the judgme’s request about culm 
deals. 

On September 28, 1911, Miss Boland 
testified, “E. J. W. told W. P. B. he was 
going to Judge Archbald’s to 160k at a 
brief which the judge was preparing 
for the Erie railroad.” Miss Boland 
continued that “E. J. W.” came in later 
in the day and “told me that he saw 
the brief, and it was about a case for 
the Erie railroad for a lighterage 
charge.” 

On November 1, 1911, she said, Wil- 
liams told Boland that he would have

The former Baptist 
confessed poisoning 
Hyannis, his sweetheart, was outward- 
ly calm when he entered the death 
chamber, and he maintained his com- 
posure while the straps and electrodes 
‘were being adjusted as he sat in the 
electric chair. 

Richeson walked to the chair erect, 
eyes straight ahead, until he sat down. 
| Then he closed his eyes and kept them 

shut until the end. 
Richeson Talks in the Chair. 

Seated in the chair, he was asked a 
series of questions by the Rev. Her- 
Johnson, his spiritual adviser. 

During his answers he said: 

“God will take care of my soul, 
I pray for all. I forgive everybody.” 

The last of these questions was: 

“Are you willing to die for Jesus 
sake?’ 

The reply, in an 
lated tone, was simply: 

“Tl am willing to die.” 

The current applied was of 1,909 
volts, 8 amperes. One application was 
sufficient. 

When the officials and witnesses of 
the execution entered the death eham- 
ber after walking through the prison 
yard in a pelting rain, they heard 
sounding through the walls the strains 
of song. 

It Was Richeson Singing. 

It was Richeson and his spiritual ad- 
visers, Mr. Johnson and Chaplain Steb- 
bins, singing. Distinctly audible was 
they closed were the words: 

“For I know, what e’er befall 
Jesus doeth all thingse well.”

Richeson’s Spiritual Adviser Talks. 

The following: statement was given 
out by the Rev. Herbert Johnson, 
Richeson’s spiritual adviser, after the 
execution: 

“I make this statement not so much 
as an item of news as an act of justice 
in order to give truth concerning cer- 
tain questions relating to Mr. Riche- 
son that have been much in the public 
mind of late. ;

HAVE not hesitated in the past to denounce the methods

mands, a society girl and heiress of 
Brookline, both through an engage- 
ment which still existed between the 
two and because of a condition in 
which Miss Linnell found herseif. The 
girl was deceived into taking 4 poison 
given her by Richeson, which she be- 
lieved would remedy. that condition, 
and died in her rooms at the Young 
Woman's Christian Association on the 
evening of October 14, 1911. On that 
day invitations had been issued for the 
wedding ceremony that was to unite 
Rev. Mr. Richeson and Miss Edmands. 
When He Mét Miss Linnell. 

As pastor of a small church in the 
Cape Cod town of Hyannis two years 
before, the handsome and eloquent 
minister, then 33 years old, had been 
attracted to Avis Linnell, who was an 
exceptionally pretty girl of 17 years. 
She lived with her parents, ler father, 
Edgar Linnell, being a contractor and 
builder. It was her ambition to be- 
come a teacher, and she was attending 
the State Noffmal school at Hyannis. 

Miss Linnell joined Richeson’'s 
church, was baptized by him and be- 
came a member of the church cholr. In 
a short time, early in 1909, Miss Lin- 
nell ‘was displaying a diamond .ring, 
and confided in her girl friends that 
she was to be married to the minister 
the following October. Abandoning 
her plan of becoming a school teacher, 
Miss Linnell began preparations for 
her wedding. Some of her trousseau 
was compléted and the two paid a visit 
to Rev. Edward 8S. Cotton, of Brewster, 
who was asked to officiate at the cere- 


mony. 
Friction developed between Richeson 


and his deacons in June, 1910, over the 
young minister’s impetuous Manner 
and his violent language. There was 
also a question as to the loss of $50 
in money which had been left by a 
parishioner in the pastor’s study. The 
minister declared he had been robbed 
of the money. 
Sent Money to Woman. 

Shortly afterward it was learned he 

had sent a similar xnmount by money 


‘order from a nearby town to @ woman 


in Salt Lake City, Utah. Hig resigna- 
tion followed and he accepted a call 
to the Immanuel Baptist church of 
Cambridge. 

When Richeson went to Cambridge, 
Miss Linnell went to the Conseryatory 
of Music in Boston. She was induced 
to attend the conservatory by the min- 
ister in the idea that by the cultivation 
of her voice, which had given signs of 
much promise in the Hyannis church 
choir, she would better fit herself to 
become his wife. On the minister's 
recommendation, the girl took a room 
at the Young Woman's Christian As- 
sociation quarters on Warrenton street, 
Boston. She proved a diligent student, 
and continued her church work by 
teaching in the Sunday school of Tre- 
mont Temple, the leading ' Baptist 
church of the city. There were fre- 
quent meetings between Miss Linnel! 
and Richeson. 

Paid Court to Another Girl. 


The success with which the young 


|preacher attained his larger sphere ol 


marked impression 
by influential 
associates, his ambitions 
widened. He began to pay court to 
Miss Violet Edmands, of Brooklin, the 
daughter of Moses Grant Edmands, a 
prominent Baptist layman and trustee 
of the Newton Theological Seminary, 
from which Richeson had been grad- 
uated. Miss Edmands was prominent 
socially and was wealthy in her own 
right, as well as entitled to share In 
the estate of some $880,000 left by her 
grandfather. Entrance to the exclu- 
sive home of the -Edmands had been 
easy to the minister as the pastor of 
the church the family attended, and in 
a short time he was accepted as suitor 
for the daughter's hand. 

At the same time, Richeson was 
meeting Miss Linnell as formerly. But 
one day he borrowed the diamond ring 
he had given her, on the pretext that 
the stone needed resetting. He did not 
return it. Eventually the newspapers 
announced the engagement of Rev. Mr. 
Richeson and Miss Violet Edmands. 
The Linnell family demanded an ex- 
planation. The minister promptly de- 
clared the story a “‘newspaper fake” 
and was believed. 

The invitations to the wedding of 
Richeson and Miss Edmands were sent 
out the afternoon of Saturday, October 
14, That same afternoon Richeson 
dined with Avis Linnell at a little res- 
taurant in the Back Way. While there

Avis Linnell Found Dying. 

Groans were heard coming from a 
bathroom of the association quarters 
shortly after 7 o’clock that evening. 
The door was broken in and Miss Lin- 
nell was found: partially unconscious 
and apparently in great agony..Half an 
hour later she died without recovering 
consciousness. 

belief that the girl had committed 
suicide was at first general, but her 
familly were disposed to discredit the 
report, and a thorough investigation 
was made. 

Soon after the girl died, it was 
learned, that someone had telephoned 
to Richeson, as the girl’s nearest 
friend, and informed him of the cir- 
cumstances. He coldly denieg at first 
that he knew the girl at afl. Then 
finally; admitting that she had been a 
member of his former parish in Hyan- 
nis, he suggested that her brother-in- 
law in Bridgewater be notified. Before 
hanging up the receiver he asked: “Did 
she say anything before she died?’ 

The theory of suicide was dispelled 
when the real condition surrounding 
the death of Miss Linnell were made 
known. The girl had been sitting in 1 
chair with her feet in a tub of hot wa- 
ter while beside her was a fresh 
change of clothing. The autopsy re- 
vealed the fact that she had taken 
a dose of poison and the conclusion 
was drawn that she had done so in 
the innocent belief that it would rem- 
edy a condition that later would be 
a cause Of great embarrassment.

he wanted it “to Kill a dog whicn was 
about to have puppies.”

As a result of this informa- 
ition ther police felt warranted in tak- 
ing definite action. 
Richeson Is Arrested. 

The evening of October 19 Chief In- 
spector Dugan ang members of his 
force went to the home of Mr. Ed- 
mands on Devon street, in Brookine, 
to arrest Kev. Mr. Richeson on the 
suspicion that he was guilty of mur- 
der. Admission to the house was de- 
nied although the hour wag early. The 
police had no search warrant and did 
not feel justified in breaking into the 
magnificent residence upon the uncer- 
tainty of Richeson being inside. They 
therefore remained on guard through 
the night, frequently knocking upon 
doors and windows and calling upon 
the occupants to open and admit the 
officers. 

The weary vigil was Kept up until 
daylight, whena maid who appeared in 
the kitchen was prevailed upon to 
notify Mr. Edmands that the officers 
were outside and would break in if 
the door was not opened at once. At 
7 o'clock the police were admitted. 
Richeson was found in bed. He was 
ordered to dress ang accompany the 
officers Before leaving the house he 
took in his arms Miss Violet Edmands, 
who was weeping hysterically. “Do not 
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worry,” he said, “everything will come 
out all right.’’ The minister came out 
of the house in the murky dawn, pass- 
ing between two rows of police, news- 
paper men, and curious neighbors and 
was taken to police headquarters in 
Boston in a taxicab to be arraigned, 
Wedding Invitations Recalled, 


The case was set for October 31 for 
a hearing and Richeson was committed 
to the Charles street jail without bail, 
Within a few days the wedding invita- 
tions of the minister and Miss Ed- 
mands, summoning the guests to the 
Edmands home on October 31, were re- 
called.

the hearing ar- 
session of the grand 
jury was called and an_ indictment 
charging murder in five counts was 
found. Richeson was taken into court 
to plead to the charge of murder on 
the day he was to Bave been married 
to Miss Edmands. 
case was set for January 15. 

Richeson had early written to his 
church, asking that judgment be sus- 
pended until after the grand jury sit- 
ting. In November 1 he forwarded his 
resignation, but the church on Novem- 
ber 6, after a stormy meeting, refused 
to accept it. Later a second letter of 
resignation was sent, and accepted on 
November 24. 

The police had even at this time far 
from a satisfactory case against Riche- 
son. The container of the poison which 
Miss Linnell had taken could not be 
found. It wes believed some vial or 
box might have been left in the pocket 
of Miss Linnell’s bathrobe, which had 
been buried with her. The body was 
disinterred in Hyannis on October 24 
and brought to Boston for a post-mor- 
tem examination ‘wy five prominent 
physicians. The cause of death was 
confirmed, but no additional evidence 
was found. ‘ 

Entagled with Many Women. 


At the same. time the police began 
an investigation into the life of Rich- 
eson. Every important act of his life 
from the date of his birth at Rose 
Hill, Va., thirty-five vears ago, until 
his advent in Cambridge was gone 
into. It was found that he went to 
school early at Amherst Courthouse, 
Va., high school, then went to Car- 
roliton, Mo., to work for a brother and 
attend a local academy. Three years 
later he went to Liberty, Mo., and en- 
tered William Jewell College to study 
for the ministry. While a student he 
supplied pulpits in Kansas City, Mo., 
Stewartsville, Miss, El Paso, Texas, 
Louisville, Ky., and other places. 

Richeson’'s life had not been an un- 
disturbed one, it was learned, and 
many tales were related of his en- 
tanglements with young women. At 
Liberty, Mo., while in William Jewell 
College, he had been engaged to the 
daughter of a professor. The youn: 
woman lent Richeson money to pursue 
his studies and up to the time of his 
coming to Hyannis believed she was 
to be his wife. In the meantime she 
developed tuberculosis, which still ne- 
CeSsitates her remaining in Salt Lake 
City, Utah. The one bright ray of light 
in Richeson's career appeared to be 
that he repaid the money loaned him 
as fast as possible. The final amounts 
were sent from Hyannis shortly befure 
he came to Cambridge. 

Richeson was expelled from William 
Jewell college for cheating in examina- 
tions shortly after he had been or- 
dained at the First Baptist church in 
St. Louls. For a time he worked as a 
conductor on the street cars of the 
latter city, and was prominent in a 
strike of street car men, his fiery elo- 
quence making him a natural leader. 


Widow Made Him Faint. 


While at Budd Park Baptist church 
in Kansas City, Richeson became in- 
volved with a widow. One Sunday she 
apepared unexpectedly during the 
church service. Richeson, upon seeing 
her, fell in a faint. A brother of the 
woman called at Richeson’s rooms, and 
the young minister left town suddenly. 
A note to the deacons explained that 
he had been driven away by jealous

He was 
called. to the Hyannis church tin 1909, 
and remained there until June, 1910, 
when he resigned to accept the pas- 
torate of the Immanuel Baptist church 
in Cambridge. Rumors of his interest 
in women while a preacher in Massa- 
chusé@tts have been current. Miss Ed- 
mands, upon the arrest of her fiance, 
left Cambridge to escape publicity, and, 
it is said, has\ been engaged in charity 
work, ‘ 

Mutilates Self and Confesses. 


Interest in the case was intensified 
on December 20 when it became known 
that Richeson had mutilated himself 
in his cell at the Charles street jail. 
The public apparently lost all sym- 
pathy for the prisoner following his 
strange act, which was interpreted as 
a confession of guilt. At Hyannis, the 
home of Avis Linnell, the minister was 
hung in effigy, ‘with a placard on the 
dammy reading, “Guilty. Read Luke 
17:2." In Boston a conference of Bap- 
tist ministerg was called and Richeson 
was formally deprived of his .title of 
reverend.

Richeson was taken into court on 
January 9, pleaded guilty of the mur- 
der of Avis Linnell and was sen- 
tenced to be electrocuted = at the 
Charlestown state prison in the Week 
beginning .May 19. 

Negro Murderer His Companion. 


A negro murderer, Henry H. Butts, 
has been the constant companion of 
Richeson since his act of self mutila- 
tions The negro has taken a certain 
pride in serving Richeson, who has be- 
come so attached to the attentions of 
Butts that the negro has been allowed 
to remain, although his crime calls for 


imprisonment at Charlestown. 

The counsel for the condemned man 
bent their efforts during the past few 
weeks to securing support for a peti- 
tion for a commutation of the death 
sentence to life imprisonment. The 
ground alleged is insanity due to ab- 
normal traits, which according to the 
lawyers would not constitute legal in- 
sanity, but have a unique character of 
their own warranting clemency. 

Richeson, on April 26, sent a petition 
for commutation of sentence to Gover- 
nor Foss. It read: 

“I respectfully request that the sen- 
tence of death pronounceg against me 


by the superior court for the county 
of Suffolk be commuted to imprison- 
ment for life, and I leave the presenta- 
tion of this request ang the reasons in 
support thereof with my counsel. Clar- 
ence V. T, Richeson.”

The question of a fine against the 
club, it is expected, also will be taken 
up. After the meeting President John- 
son will go to New York and investi- 
gate the’ assault case and on the result 
of this inquiry, it is said, will depend 
the’ reinstatement of the star center- 
fielder.
